”71106 is in Canada a remarkable want of accurate 
fdtistiral information regarding the people of colour. 
Ewo their numbers cannot be arrived at with any degree 
of accuracy. The census of 1852 is in this respect noto¬ 
riously unreliable, and its inaccuracy is acknowledged by 
the authorities themselves. It is generally estimated at 
between 30,000 and 40,000 souls; and though this com¬ 
putation rests on no very certain basis, yet it is perhaps 
the closest approximation we can attain to the trnth. 
Tne largest body of them is to be fouod in the Counties 
A Kent and Essex. Next to these places Toronto con¬ 
tains the greatest number; then perhaps Hamilton, St. 
Catherines and London ; but they are found more or less 
mattered throughout the towns and villages, and to son— 
extent interspersed among the rural population. 

The large and thriving City of Toronto contains 
nore numerous coloured population than any other town 
of Canada. Out of its 50,000 inhabitants, from 1,200 to 
1,500 are estimated to be coloured. Though the great 
majority belong to the class of unskilled labourers, among 
them are to be found followers of a great number and 
nricty of occupations. One of them, a man of wealth, 
lives upon his means, attending to his own property, and 
occasionally discounting a note, when he is satisfied with 
the rate per cent, and the soundness of the indorsers. One 
h > regularly educated physician ; three are studying law, 
cue medicine; two at least are master builders, taking 
evotrocts and employing a number of journeymen both 
white and black; four are grocers, and the store of one of 
them—the only one we visited—was in a good part of the 
town, handsome, neat, well stocked, and evidently doing 
a thriving business, the customers being mostly whites; 
one keeps a large livery stable, one of the best in town, 
•mi is employed to take the mails to and from the post- 
office to the railroad depot, steamboats, &c .; several 
within the precincts of the city are occupied in farming 
«al gardening ; others are bricklayers, carpenters, shoe¬ 
makers, plasterers, blacksmiths and carters. Maoy God 
employment in sawing and chopping the wood which is 
the general fuel; and the barbers and waiters in hotels 
•nd private families are almost exclusively coloured men. 

Many of them have accumulated considerable property. 
This hot happened chiefly nmongri.be older residents, who, 
purchasing real estate at a low price, have been enriched 
by the rapid enhancement in value it has undergone within 
the last few years. One coloured man (a light mulatto)

>ct’witri ew da y® of our sta y there, we came in 
t«0ce!, of ovT tllein ’ at *d because they struck us as in- 
v sarewd sense, industry, energy and, we believe, 
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integrity. In any population of 1,500 or 1,600 sonls, 
they would, we think, have been marked men. They all, 
while denying that anything like pauperism or beggary 
existed among their fellows unless as a rare exception, 
acknowledged and regretted the faults of their country¬ 
men, their improvidence, their love of finery, their dispo¬ 
sition to shirk hard work. The builder, employing both 
white and coloured men, said that it was his interest to 
employ the former aloDe; they required, as a rule, Iras 
looking after. The capitalist found the coloured men too 
apt to neglect to discharge their pecuniary obligations 
promptly and punctually. They all said that while there 
was little grave crime found among the negroes, there 
were bad men of all complexions, and that the coloured 
men had their share of them. 

The public schools of Canada are open alike to all, 
without distinction of colour. The negroes, as a general 
rule, are anxious for education, and many indeed attach 
more value to school education than perhaps it deserves. 
About one-half of all the coloured children of Torcnto 
attend the public schools. Of the remainder, maDy attend 
private schools. We saw several coloured children at the 
Model School, which is attached to the Normal School 
at Toronto. The teachers informed me that they found 
them equally docile and intelligent with the whites. Some 
allowance had to be made for their conduct on account | 
of the unnoyance and teasiDg they suffered from the white 
children. 

The negroes have four churches at Toronto—two be¬ 
longing to the Baptist and two to the Methodist pen 
aion. The former pay their clergymen 8400 a year, 
the latter from 8150 to 8200. A Dumber attend the 
Church cf England, and there are some few Congrega- 
tionaliBts and Roman Catholics. The only coloured cler¬ 
gyman I met left no favourable impression either of his 
ability or bis learning. 

P a entering Canada, we repeatedly beard it 
asserted that the coloured population was given to petty 
thieving, and one gentleman connected with the press told 
me that he believed the jail at Toronto wns filled with 
wloured people. On inquiry at the jail itself we found 
but three coloured persons in it; the remainder of the 
inmates, and they were numerous, were whites. The re¬ 
ports of the Chief of Police and the Keeper of the Prison, 
however, put this matter, so far as Toronto is concerned, 
finally at rest. In his annnal statistical report to the 
Council, Mr. Samuel Sherwood, Chief of the Police at 
Toronto, returns 5,346 persons as arrested by the police 
force durmg the year ending December 31,1856. Of 
these, 78 only were coloured—not 1>£ percent. Now, 
as the coloured people constitute, at the lowest computa¬ 
tion, between two and three per cent, of the total populaj 
tion of Toronto, this is a high and, I may add, aD unex¬ 
pected evidence of the general good conduct of the 
coloured people; and the value of it is increased when we 
remember that they all originally belonged to the class in 
which crimes against order and property are tbe most 
rife. Of the whole number of persons arrested, 4,295 
were males and 1,051, or nearly one-fourth, were females; 
while of the coloured people 70 were males and 8 only, 
"ot quite one-ninth, were females. 

The printed report of Mr. Sherwood refers, as was 
stated, to the total number of arrests. Of these, 1,922 
were summarily punished by fine, in 273 cases the charges 
were withdrawn, and 230 cases were dismissed. Think¬ 
ing that possibly tbe actual commitments to jail might 
set a different face npon the matter, we obtained from 
Mr. George L. Allan, the intelligent keeper of the jail at 
Toronto, the monthly return of commitments to that pri¬ 
son from October 1,1855, to July 31,1857, a period of 
twenty-two months, transcribing them from tbe books of 
tbe jail in bis presence. The total commitments amounted 
in that period to 3,370, of whom 62, not quite two per 
cent., were coloured. Immediately after the passage of 
our Fugitive Slave law, Mr. Allan informed ns that there | 
was a sudden increase in the number of commitments 
among the coloured people, almost wholly for petty lar¬ 
cenies. This increase of crime Mr. A. attributed to the 
number of fugitives who flocked mto Canada without any 
means of support, and whom destitution drove to theft; 
in a few months, as the new-comers fonnd employment, 
this increase disappeared. On the whole, Mr. Allan was 
decided in the opinion that, ns regards crimes against the 
law, the condition of the coloured people was better than 
that of the mass of the population.

carpenter*, plasterers aDd one wheelwright There 
two churches, small frame buildings, a Baptist and a 
Methodist, but they are not well supported, and neither 
of them at present has a regular resident clergyman. 
Many of the coloured men are reputed to possess pro¬ 
perty, but I do^not give the estimates, os I am Dot entirely 
confident of the correctness of my information. One 
hackman, a mulatto, who still drives his own hack, is 
worth at the lowest valuation from 812,000 to 815,000. 
He emigrated to Hamilton 17 years ago, acted as porter 
in a store for twelve years, and then bought a hack; be 
has now two carriages and four horses. The town, need¬ 
ing the lot on which his house stands for a market, has 
lately paid him 88,000 for it, and he is potting up a 
larger aDd better house on another lot which be owns. 
His parlour was covered with a bright-coloured Brussels 
carpet, hair-Beated mahogany chairs were protected by 
handsome crotchet-worked anti macassars, and there was 
a sofa, marble-covered centre-table, and a piano in the 
room. He took three newspapers, one weekly and two 
dailies. This man told as that every once in a while 
coloured men, dressed in tbe height of the fashion and 
tricked out with rings aDd chains” would call npon him, 
and announce themselves as deputations from Baltimore 
-r Philadelphia or Borne other city in the States, sent to 
squire into the condition of their brethren in Canada. 

They make me mad,” continued he, “ to look at them, 
and I have often said to them, Why do you stay there? 
You will never be anything but Tom or Dick or Jim, or 
good boys, or clever niggers. Take off these fine clothes 
and gimcracks, come here and be men! ” 

Of London, which, in a population of 12,000 or 13,000, 
contains from 500 to 600 coloured people, we have little 
to say. Tbe condition of the blacks there resembles that 
of their fellows in Hamilton and Toronto. Pauperism 
aDd beggary are almost unknown among them, work is 
abundant, and labour is fairly rewarded. The beads of 
tbe police department thought that petty crime, particu¬ 
larly larceny, was more frequent amoDg tbe blacks than 
among the inhabitants at large, though in both places 
they thought it was less so than among tbe low Irish. 
In London this, however, was merely an opinion, as in 
the statistical statements of the police department the 
offences committed by the blacks were not separately re¬ 
corded. At London a neat and well-furnished drng-store 
is kept by a black man, who 23 years ago escaped from 
slavery in Kentucky. At that time he could write a 
little, sufficient, as be laughingly said, to pat his name 
to a para. For a long time he bad dealt only in herbs 
and simples, bnt foreign’drugs were gradually added, and 
we found him bard at work at a little Latin manual, mas¬ 
tering the barbarous Latin in which physicians conch 
their prescriptions ! The condition of the coloured people 
in regard to violations of the law, as shown by the records 
of the police department, is not so favourable in Hamil¬ 
ton as in Toronto. According to Mr. John Caruthere, 
Chief Constable of Hamilton, there were 1,922 arrested 
or summoned to appear at Court in that place during the 
year 1856, and of theae 81 were coloured people. If we 
put down the population of Hamilton in round numbers 
at 24,000, the proportion of arrests wonld be 1 to 121-2 ; 
and estimating the coloured population at 550, the arrests 
among them would be a fraction over 1 in 7. It must 
be recollected in this connection that, from the facts of I 
their being almost exclusively emigrants, the proportion 
of adults^Hnong the coloured people is greater than in 
the population at large, and some deduction from their 
proportional criminality must obviously be made on this 
account 

Chatham, Canada West, the headquarters of the 
coloured people, is a straggling town, containing about 
6.000 inhabitants, situated at the head of navigation upon 
tbe River Thames. Unlike Toronto and Hamilton, and 
even London, it possesses no fine buildings, and there is 
little outward appearance of wealth. For the first time 
in my travels the women were without hoops, aud some 
strapping lassies I met, covered with huge flat Bloomer 
bats, their Daturally broad shoulders rendered broader by 
a cape; their ciiogiDg skirts, innocent of starch, brass or 
whalebone, presented to one fresb from the city a sight 
sufficiently straDge. Here at last was an inversion of the 
common order of things! The principal hotel at which 
we put np was a large, woodeD barrack of a building, 
the entrance on a level with the unpaved street, and shar¬ 
ing necessarily somewhat its colour and appearance. In¬ 
side, things were more inviting; the rooms were clean, 
neat and comfortable, and the beds, except that they were 
stuffed with feathers, irreproachable. We found the land¬ 
lord, a huge, jolly Englishman, at the head of his own 
tea-table, carving a round of boiled beef big enough to 
have fed the Common Council of a city; and, for the first 
time since we had been in Canada, in a place swarmiDg 
with negroes, the waiters at table were white, and females. 
The town consists of one long street—King street— 
closely built, ia which the stores are all situated, while 
the dwellings, mostly surrounded by gardens, are scat¬ 
tered over streets crossing and running parallel to it 

Despite its unpromising appearance, Chatham seems 


an active and stirring place. In the town there are three 
saw-mills, two shingle-mills, two potash factories, two 
sash and blind factories, four flour-mills, four brick-yards, 
several iron-founderies, three or four wagon factories, three 
cabinet warehouses, three breweries aDd two distilleries. 
It is a port of entry, and exports a large amount of lum¬ 
ber, staves, shingles, bricks, drain tiles and floor. A 
large steamboat was, when we were there, being loaded 
for Buffalo, and two smaller steamers and a brig were 
lying in the stream. Before the present depression ii 
bnsiness, which prevails equally in Canada as in the 
United States, seven steamboats aDd a dozen sailing ves¬ 
sels have been seen in tbe port at one time, completely 
filh'ng up the river. 

Of this busy town abont one-third of tbe population 
are coloured people, and they appear to contribote their 
full quota towards its industry. Among them are one 
gunsmith, four cabinet-makers working on their own ac¬ 
count and employing others, six master carpenters, a 
number of plasterers, three printers, two watchmakers, 
two ship-carpenters, two mUiers, four blacksmiths, one 
upholsterer, one saddler, six master shoemakers, six gro¬ 
cers, and a cigar-maker. Unskilled workmen find abun¬ 
dant employment in the various mills, in agricultural 
labour, and in cutting, sawing and splitting the wood 
which is used for fuel. Common labourers obtain from a 
dollar to twelve shillings a day. The houses inhabited by 
the better class of coloured people are two-story frame 
buildings, painted white, for tbe most part surrounded by 
well-kept gardens, and quite equal in appearance 10 those 
belonging to the same class of white residents. 
which we entered the furniture was handsome, and a new 
piano occupied one corner of tbe parlour; tbe master of 
the house, a coloured man (acting by the way as a land 
agent), and represented to me as a man of rare intelli¬ 
gence, was absent. Tbe poorer blacks live commonly in 
small detached cabins, sometimes built of unhewn logs, 
consisting ordinarily of one room.. Tbe furniture was 
commonly ODe or two bedsteads, with bedding, a chest or 
two, ebatrs, tables and cooking utensils, sometimes a 
looking-glass, clock or bureau. In ibe garden-spot abont 
tbe cabin were grown corn, beans, pumpkins, squashes, 
potatoes, Ac.; their gardens, indeed, were quite as flour¬ 
ishing and well tended as those of their white neighbours. 
In every instance that came under my observation the 
inmates seemed comfortable, well-fed and contented. 

In the market-place, on the day I visited it, the greater 
number of wagons or carts with vegetables seemed to 
belong to negroes. One large wagon, drawn by two 
good horses and tended by an active, intelligent looking 
jet-black man, was particularly well supplied. Two of 
the wagons were each drawn by a mare, with a colt Tun¬ 
ning by its side. One rickety old cart, drawn by a half- 
starved horse, and containing a scanty stock of vege¬ 
tables, put me in mind of old Tiff’s turn-out at the camp- 
meeting. 

The means of edocatioD are not liberally provided. 
There is but one public school for tbe coloured people, 
nnd that is crowded, and two private schools, one attended 
by about fifty and the other by fifteen pupils. Tbe wife 
of the teacher of the larger of these schools, a New Eng¬ 
land woman, the teacher himself being absent, complained 
that tbe pupils frequently did not pay the small stipend 
demanded of them. 

Beggary, we are informed, did not exist amoDg them, 

id I could learn of bnt two or three persons who were 
■assisted from the town funds. In regard to sexual moral¬ 
ity, I could hear of but one case of bastardy os having 
1 occurred in the last two years. 

In tbe shop of the gunsmith, who has been mentioned 
os one of the coloured mechanics of the towD, we saw a 
rifle which he had just finished, which seemed an exceed¬ 
ingly neat and handsome piece of workmanship, os it was, 
we have no doubt, a good and effective weapon. Tbe en¬ 
graving npon it—an art in which be had no instruction 
—was both well designed and well executed. The gun¬ 
smith was a dark-coloured mulatto from North Carolina; 
he had been redeemed from slavery when twenty-one 
of age, by bis father, a mulatto. He at that time 
sometbiog of tbe business which he afterwards fol¬ 
lowed, and acquired somo further knowledge of it at the 
North. Misunderstanding something that had been said, 
we observed, with some surprise : “ You surely know 
how to write ? ” He answered, wilh a smile, that he had 
somewhere a diploma constituting him an A. B. I On 
coming North be had entered Oberlin College, and gra¬ 
duated from that institution; and in a late catalogue of 
the same College be showed us the name or a your' f 
brother who had jnst completed a course of instruction 
there. He was one who, by his good sense, intelligence 


and information, would have been u marked man any¬ 
where. J-is not a singular instance in Chatham; 

indeed there is to be found ttere a much higher degree 
of education and culture than amoDg the same class at 
Toronto. 

In Kent, tbe County in which Chatham is situated, 
many of the coloured people arc agriculturists, residing 
upon and cultivating their own farms. Many of them 
are represented as doing exceedingly well. One farm, 
owDed and occupied by a coloured man recently deceased, 
and still cultivated by his family, was generally allowed 
by those not disposed to favour the blacks, as well as by 
their well-wishers, to be the model farm of the neighbour¬ 
hood. Some, without capital or skill, and probably, too, 
without sustained industry, do not succeed; but it is 
generally admitted that, on the whole, they make better 
farmers than the Irish, and far better than the French 
Canadians, a considerable number of whom reside in the 
immediate neighbourhood of Chatham. 


PROGRESS OF DISUNION ISM AT THE WEST. 

Battle Orkf.k, Micb., Oct 13,1857. 

Drar Friend Garrison : We have just closed the 
annual meeting of tbe Michigan “ Friends of Human 
Progress." Five years ago, 1 attended a similar gather- 
ing in this same town. Then, a little, old-fashioned Friends’ i 
meeting-house, a very little one, was ample for our ac¬ 
commodation, even on Sunday. This year, we occupied 
a most spacious hall, which we almost crowded on Satur¬ 
day and Monday, while on Sunday we had to resort to a 
large tent that holds easily ten or twelve hundred persons, 
and we certainly crowded it to its extremrat capacity, 
Tbe President was Judge Boardman, of Waukegan, 
T, linois. 

The elements composing this large assemblage were as 
multifarious almost as the race, though numerically the 
Spiritualists predominated. Bnt there were some who 
still “of the earth, earthy.” Abolitionists, temper- 
e people, land reformers, socialists, aDd I know not 
what others, all claiming to come under the general de¬ 
nomination of “ Friends of Human Progress,” and so 
-ere included in tbe Call. 

Tbe principal speakers on the occasion were Mr. and 
Mrs. Andrew Jackson Davis, Mira Charlotte M. Bebee, 
O. C. Burleigh, S. C. Hewitt, Sojourner Truth, and John 
S. Martin (a fugitive slave). Three days were never 
crowded with more speaking and business, such as it was, 
than were the three of that meetiug. 

The most prominent subjects considered were Spiritual¬ 
ism, Anti-Slavery, and Woman’s Rights.

Tbe greatest good accomplished at this meeting, per¬ 
haps, was to separate the Anti-Slavtay cause from a 
morbid, mawkish Spiritualism, that had infested it like 
the potato-rot, and was almost working its ruin. Many 
Spiritualists are Buchanan Democrats, up to “ border- 
ruffian ” heat; multitudes have colourphobia—are all broke 
out with it; while almost all of them seem to dread 
Garrisonianism and Dissolution of tbe Union more than 
sword, pestilence aDd famine. There were some gone- 
to-seed, professed Abolitionists among them, whose anti¬ 
slavery seemed not to have been very vital, for they have 
mostly discontinued their anti-slavery papers, too often 
leaving arrearages of from one to five or six dollars unpaid. 

These disciples of Spiritualism appeared much annoyed, 
all of them, at the introduction of anti-slavery into onr 
discussion. Many of them seemed to assume the meetiDg 
as their own, and regarded Burleigh and mv8elf only as 
interlopers. Some would not hear us patiently' if at all; and 
others declared they would not have come to the meeting, 
if they had kDOWD it was to be open to anything bnt their 
favourite idolatry. It is certainly not too much to ray, 
that there is not a more bigoted and intolerant class in 
the whole sisterhood of sects, than this type of so-called 
Spiritualists. 

But there were others there, who, though fully believing 
in the facts and phenomena of tbe new doctrine, only 
value them as they can be made to subserve the great 
interests of humanity. Of this number stood preeminently 
both Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Jackson Davis. Never have 
I seen such disappointment as was manifest when they, or 
when he, declared Spiritualism valueless, and far worse, 
only when viewed as an auxiliary to aid onwards every 
great work of reform; and when he added, that it was 
no test of character whatever, that a person might be even 
worse for being a Spiritualist, and that nothing could be 
more odious than for men to call themselves Spiritualists, 
while voting for Buchanan or in any way giving voicin' 
tary countenance and aid to sucb a curse and crime as 
slavery. Mrs. Davis was equally firm and decided, and 
a more essential service was hardly ever done the Anti- 
Slavery cause than we were indebted to them for at this 
anniversary. Without them, I am sure we could not

The Battle Creek meeting was a cordial to the hearts 
of all the true friends of humanity present, and its influ¬ 
ence must be most salutary all over the State. Anti- 
Slavery was drooping under tbe blighting influence of a 
wild fanaticism, that was gazing away into darkness for 
spirits to come and do its work ; arid, worse than that, 
the controlling genius of the delu.V . -as, in IV,tdtrnp 
spirit of ttie Drtd Scott decision, black men ana Gar- 
risonians “ have no rights which wb^c men are bound to

But the cause of freedom is still safe in Michigan.

Yon have probably seen a report of the meetiDg of 
Progressive Friends, held in Salem, commencing tbe third 
of the present month. It was, upon the whole, a very 
good meeting ; but I was far from satisfied with its anti- 
lavcrywork. Mr. Foss presented a resolution to the 
Bnsiness Committee, in substance, that slavery is a crime, 
and, consequently, that all connection with it, ecclesiasti¬ 
cal or political, involved criminality; but it waB consi¬ 
dered too strong to be offered to tbo meeting, by the 
majority of that Committee, and hence, though it was 
>ved and strongly urged by the Chairman, it was 
objectionable and thrown aside, and in its stead 
resolutions were offered deprecating tbe Drcd Scott deci¬ 
sion, and the admission of Kansas as a slave Stale. Mr. 
Fora made an earnest, but short speech, lamenting that 
the meeting was not willing to discuss the Disunion ques¬ 
tion, and stating why he considered that the important 
point to be discussed. He was followed by Joshua R. 
Giddings, in what I have no doubt he meant should be 
an anti-slavery speech, but really wbat seemed to me an 
carurat appeal to tbe voters of Salem and vicinity to re¬ 
member to do anti-slavery work, by using the ballot-box 
to reelect Salmon P. Chase as Governor of Ohio. Ah, 
me 1 J wonder if the Dews of the triumph of the Repub¬ 
lican party in the State of Ohio would carry one throb of j 
joy to the heart of poor Margaret Gamer!

CHURCH-SAVING.

We all know what Union-saving is—it is the out and 
out pro-slaveryism of politics applied to tbe stability of I 
government. Anarchy is undoubtedly bad, but the 1 
—Yjw in this instance happens to be worse than the 
!. Oppression is a poor substitute for disorder; 
roobery may produce quiet, bnt it cannot command re¬ 
spect. Hence, a government saved by pro-slaveryism is 
only the worse for being saved. There is a time for decay 
and disruption, and that Dation which cannot hold toge¬ 
ther without injustice, has already existed too long. 
Conservatism, applied to political organizations that have 
not for their greatest good and ODly object of existence, 
the preservation of the rights of all men, is a palpable 
cheat—a mock pretence. Tbe odiousnera of tbe vice of 
Uuion-saving arises from the cool contempt with which 
it flings aside those great original rights tbat God planted 
in onr nature, or barters them for the worthless figment 
of an unprincipled adherence to an organization. 

That Chnrch-saving is, in principle, identical with 
Union-saving, there can be no doubt. The men who give 
themselves to this work have ail the characteristics of | 
their brethren—tbe Union-savers. Tbe latter would save 
the State, irrespective of right—would ignore the right¬ 
eous claims of millions of human beings, aDd crush them 
through interminable generations, in order to build up 
and perpetuate a political system. Cbnrch-saviog, io 
like manner, ignores all right—it takes for iu supreme 
point, that the unity of tbe Church must be maintained. 
Not duty—not righteousness is its highest aim ; its one 
object, and all-commanding principle, is anion. We may 
well abhor a union, gained or conserved in utter disre¬ 
gard of moral principle. But especially may we abomi¬ 
nate a union or this kind, when formed io tbe Church— 

body professing to be based on purity. 

Church-saving is practical wickedness. It is an open 
renunciation of morals. It flings righteousness to tbe 
winds, and inaugurates policy as the ruling element of 
the Church. When management and trickery are thus 
substituted for virtue, in tbe bouse of God itself, we may 
’ i sure that boundless corruption must follow. 

But what is this great tbmg that Chnrch-saving would I 
do, if it could ? Why, it is simply keeping the Church' 
externally one—it is preserving a visible unity—an object 
well enough in its way, to a limited extent, but by no 
means worth securing at the sacrifice of principle. Some¬ 
thing of family grouping, even in the Church, there is, 
and mast be; denominationalism, in its essential features 
is, is not a vice—it is only the expression of an inherent 
diversity peculiar to our nature. The effort to counter¬ 
act this moderate sectarian tendency, and bring on a sort 
of religious communism, would not be censurable in 
itself, though, from the nature of things, it must forever 
be unsuccessful. We blame the effort only when it is 
made, as in the case of Church-saving, in contempt of 
moral principle. Let men seek, if they will, to bltud the 
visible Church into a nnit, bnt let them not do this in 
shameless disregard of morals. Another thing, however, 
have they in view, who chiefly concern themselves with 
Church-saving ; the unity which they seek to conserve 
is not that of the whole militant Church, but merely that 
of their own denomination—they want to “ be the biggest 
Church in the land.” It is, then, in truth, only an in¬ 
tense sectarianism that underlies the whole Church-saving 
movement. Denominational pride is tbe very best ele¬ 
ment of this terrible policy which proposes to conserve 
Church in defiance of justice. 

How insulting to the name of Him who came to die 
for sin is this deliberate purpose to build np a Church 
in iniquity! The Jews made the first grand experiment 
in this line, by putting the Saviour to death, as a purely 
conservative measure. It was Church-saving that shed 
the blood of Christ; his enemies crucified him to save 
Judaism. Now, we affirm that all Church-saving is just 
of this kind ; it always results in putting Christ to death, 
either in his own person or in that of his disciples. At 
tbi6 day, Christ dies in the person of the slave—they, 
who, for the peace of Zion, dehumanize, mangle, barter 
and morally kill millions of poor bondmen, do crucify the 
Son of God afresh, and put him to open shame. 

Besides, in all that is vital, the Church needs not this 
puny conservatism. The Church has God for its pre- 
B ® rv< =r, and is not in want of human care. The Almighty 
planted, and will sustain the Church; the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it. Our conservatives might 


Dear Doctor : We on the Bolder are in a condition 
just now far from enviable. It results from a variety of 
causes. We heard that, at the last General Conference, 
presentations were made which obtained votes, and 
_iich *eet upon the ground that by the time of the 
meeting of tbe next General Conferetei- -wbat little slave- 
holding was in tbe Church would very probably have 
died onL Now, instead of advance among us, Abolition¬ 
ists were never more heartily denounced ; our preachers 
in the slaveholding territory were never more silent in the 
pulpit on the subject; and the pro-slavery preachers of 
the Church South were never before treated with so 1 
great homage; while some of our presiding elders who 
were at the last General Conference go around their dis¬ 
tricts proclaiming that the question of slaveholding in 
the Church was settled for the present generation at the 
last General Conference. 

Our ears have heard these representations in meetings 
of the preachers, and from tbe men whose position and 
past antecedents in tbe Philadelphia Conference of course 
make it rather desirable that there should be no advance. 
Yet Iiere we are told, who desire advance, that New 
England is divided on tbe question of an improved legis¬ 
lation, and that Boston—yes, Boston, Doctor—has very 
great sympathy with onr beloved slaveholding, and will 
not fail to give “ nid and comfort ” to those who are the 
“ Screwers ” aDd opponents of the advance men on the 
Border. We want to know if this is true of the land of | 
the Herald. For ourself we regard this as a slander on 
New England Methodism. If it be not, all such Metho¬ 
dists your way will have a chance to be accommodated, 
we think, with new Church relations,as we hear that the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, is advocating, in her 
organs, the change of her title. The Richmond Christian 
Advocate, tbeir Border paper, wishes “ Dusky Sister ” to 
throw off the word “ South,” because of its sectional 
aspect, and sail under the euphonions name of “ Wesleyan 
Methodist Episcopal Church,” und urges as a reason lor 
this change that she wonld then be able to make her 
triumphant way northward. 

For ourself we are willing to spare her tbe trouble or 
change of Dame, and wish - all who are in affiliation with 
a avowedly pro-slavery Church were in her bosom, from 
tbo highest dignitaries of our Church, if such there be, 
down to our humblest member. Indeed, we do not see 
such, as men of honour, can stay with us. Another 
class standing in tbe way of advance are those who saw 
time past no moral issue between tbe Church South 
__d ourselves, norf who sought to calm the Border excite¬ 
ment down here, a few years ago, by telling the people 
that they might as justly stylo the preachers of the Church 
South Abolitionists as tbe preachers of tbe Philadelphia 
Conference. If they have changed in their estimate of 
the Church South, or our own, we think it time for the 
public to know it; or perhaps others beside Rev. J. D. 
Long might suspect them of pro-slavery tendencies. It 
would be well for these respected brethren to change their 
record, we think. That record as it now stands commits 
one Conference of the Methodists on tbe Border as against 
a change of the General Rule, and as having no iss 
with the Church South on the matter of slhvebolding 
the Church. 

Bnt we do not doubt their fealty to our Methodism, 
ough we thus speak; but think tbeir reputation and 
position alike demand at least an explanation. 

What do you Methodists of New England think of onr 
Border affiliation with tbe Church South ? Of inviting 
their preachers to labour at onr camp-meetings aDd work 
for a share of the spoils 1 That iB the way to free our 
people from pro-slavery tendencies, is it not ? A fine be- 
ginning to get rid of all our slaveholding by 1860. This 
is the kind of education, however, which they are receiv¬ 
ing ; and, instead of educating onr people up to a higher 
position, tbe first part of this letter and this fact of camp¬ 
meeting labours show, we think and fear, that a deeper 
mcaniog than at first is apparent was had by the Border 
representative who said to a Michigan brother at Indian¬ 
apolis that “our little slaveholding would go out by or 
before 1860.” 

This is the training our people are receiving ; and this 
education is silently acquiesced in, it would seem, by our 
paper’s silence. There was a time when the Christian 
Advocate and Journal bad an editor who would protect 
our sentiments and our territory from Southern incur¬ 
sions ; not by any change of the office, but by a change 
of policy. May Heaven, if he has not in anger ordained 
it otherwise, send the desired change soon, ere onr anti- 
slavery heart be eaten out, and the pro-slavery bridge 
built over the once dividing gulf! Border.

FURTHER TESTIMONY.

Mr. Editor: Will you allow a word of correction 
respect to one or two sentences of an editorial headed 
“ Our South-western Border,” in the Herald of Sept 16th ? 
I feel assnred yoa wish to state tbe truth, and would not 
have made those statements if you had been personally 
acquainted with the facts in the case. Speaking of the 
objections many have to the appropriation of missionary 
money to build up pro-slavery Churches in the Border 
Conferences, you say : “ Our Church i9 there decidedly 
aD anti-slavery Church.” Again, “ Our Church is tbe 
great anti-slavery vaDguard in those States.” I wish it 
were even so ; then would there be hope for our Church 
id our country. But nothing is further from tbe troth. 
Some months since I resolved to ascertain personally 
the facts in the case. I travelled extensively in Missouri, 
Arkansas, Kentucky and Virginia, and tbe result of tbat 
thorough examination was, tbat I found no Methodists 
more intensely pro-slavery in Alabama, Louisiana, c 
any of the “ fire-eatmg ” parts of the South, than I fonnd 
the members of our mission Churches to be in tbe Border 
Conferences ; they utterly abjure the name of abolitionists, 
or of having any sympathy with the anti-slavery move¬ 
ments in tbe free States. It matters not bow many slaves 
it is no objection to his becoming a member 
of those mission Churches. It is true, as you set forth 
that article, that the Church South charge the members 
of our Church in the Missouri, Arkansas and Kentucky 
Conferences with belonging to an anti-slavery body. 
And now if our membership there could or would admit 
the truthfulness of the charge, and reply, “ What _ 
think our disgrace, we consider our highest glory, and are 
ready to acknowledge that we intend to labour in al' 
proper ways for the freedom of tbe slave,” I should be it 
favour of pouring out our money like water to sustain 
them. I wish tbat there was some proof tbat they 
tbe vanguard of freedom’s army ; but, alas! on the c__ 
trary, they most unequivocally and categorically deny the 
charge, that any anti-slavery blood is in their veius, or 
that any action of the General Conference can be pointed 
out to prove that the Church North is abolitionized. 
“ tell them truthfully, that the division of 1844 did 
lrn on the hinge of the sin of slavery , but on the 
minor and non-essential point, whether a bishop might 
hold slaves or not. They remind me of the thousands of 
slaves held without a word of rebuke by the membership, 
in six of the Conferences of the Northern Chnrch ; that, 
travelling preachers even, in those Conferences, can have 
their houses filled np with slaves, have all the avails or 
slave labour, if the wife’s father, or some convenient friend 
holds the title deed.

SLAVERY IN THE DUTCH COLONIES.

The abolition of slavery in the Dutch West Indies, 
about to be proposed in the Statcs-General of Holland, 
is of less importance from the numbers npon whom it may 
confer the boon of liberty than from the new proof it 
affords of the growing farce of the sentiment of humanity 
among all civilized nations. Upon tbe continent of South 
America the Dutch once held very extensive possessions. 
The Dutch West India Company carried on lor a time a 
successful struggle with Portugal for the possession of 
Brazil. But the insurrection of the conquered Portu¬ 
guese before long expelled them from those regions, leave 
ing them, in South America, only their settlements on tbe 
River Belize, Demerara and Essequibo. Even these dis¬ 
tricts, however, are no longer Dutch. During the wars 
of the French Revolution, they passed into the bands of 
the English, and now constitute the colony of British 
Guiana. All that remains to tbe Dutch of South Ame¬ 
rican territory, constituting, in fact, their principal pos¬ 
session in America, is the colony of Surinam, between 
British Guiana on the west and French Guiana, or 
Cayenne, on the east—a colony the more interesting to 
us from the circumstance that, having once been English, 
it was yielded up to the Dutch at the peace of Breda, in 
1667, in exchange for the province of New Netherlands 
upd the city of New Amsterdam, of which the English 
had taken forcible possession three years before, changing 
the name of both to New York. 

There was considerable discussion among the politi¬ 
cians and political economists of the times, whether in 
making this exchange England had not made a very bad 
bargain. In point of extent of territory, both colonies 
stood about on a level. Neither bad any definite bound¬ 
aries inland, and both claimed a large extent of unsettled 
territory. As their respective boundaries have since 
been established, Surinam, so far as square miles are 
concerned, has taken the lead. The extent of that coloDy 
is reckoned by geographers at about sixty thousand 
square miles, while we of New York, after claiming, dur¬ 
ing the progress of the Revolutionary War, oil Upper 
Canada, and all the country between the lakes, tbe Ohio 
and the Mississippi, have been cut down to forty-six 
thousand square miles. At the time of the exchange, 
now nearly two centuries ago, the population and com¬ 
merce of the two colonies were pretty Dearly equal; and 
indeed for tbe next hundred years Surinam kept pretty 

X I progress with New York, and at times, especially 
the introduction of the cultivation of coffee, first car¬ 
ried there from Java abont 1718, and under the impulse 
of tbe slave trade, it seemed to justify the arguments of 
those who had maintained that a colony in tbe tropics, of 
such extent and fertility, was of far greater value than 
New York could ever become. 

The first blow to the prosperity of Surinam grew out 
of an insurrection of the negroes, a body of whom escaped 
into the uninhabited district in the rear of the colony, 
where they maintained themselves against every attempt 
at their subjugation. Finally, the colonists could do no 
better than to enter into a treaty of peace with them. 
Another insurrection of the same sort broke out about the 
time of our revolutionary war; and Captain 8ted man, 
who served as one of a party of English mercenaries en¬ 
listed to fight tbe rebel negroes, has given in his book on 
Surinam a very interesting description of the colony as 
he saw it This war ended, like the former, in a recogni¬ 
tion of the revolted Degrees as free and independent, they, 
however, entering into a stipulation not to harbour run¬ 
aways from the plantations. There is no very recent 
account of Surinam, but these two independent negro 
communities still exist, we believe, in the interior. 

During tbe ware of tbe French Revolution Surinam, 
like the rest of the Datch colonies, was occupied by the 
English ; but although they kept the adjoining territory 
dow constituting British Guiana, at the peace of 1814 
Surinam was restored to the Dutch. During the English 
occupation a large part of the plantations had passed into 
the hands of Eugiish proprietors, and it is chiefly, we 
believe, to English proprietors that they still belong. 
Ever since the abolition of the slave trade the population 
of Surinam has been on the decline. An official return, 
dated in 1842, gave for the total population, 66,000. Of 
these, 2,500 were whites, of whom half were Christians 
and half Jews. The coloured population (population of 
mixed blood) was reckODedat 7,000, of whom 4,000 were 
free and 3,000 slaves. The black population was set 
down at 46,500, of whom only 1,500 were iree. Para¬ 
maribo, tbe capital, had a population of 15,000, including 
2,000 whites. The decrease in the population of the 
colony in the preceding ten years was reckoned at 8,000, 
caused by the annual diminution of slaves. According 
to a statement purporting to be official, contained in The 
Surinam Courant, the number of slaves in Surinam on 
the 1st of January, 1856, was as foUows : belonging to 
plantations, males, 14,190-femajra, 14,942; belonging 
to persons not planters, males, 4 032-females, 4,934; 
total 38 098 ; showing in the la3t fourteen years a dimi¬ 
nution of 10 , 000 . It is evident from these figures that 
the alternative is between the abolition of slavery or tbe 
trradual extinction of the labouring population under the 
discipline of tbe plantations. 

In addition to the colony of Surinam, the Dutch pos¬ 
sess on the south shore of the Caribbean Sea the three 
islands of Bon Air, Amba and Cnra^oa, and in the Lee¬ 
ward Carribbee Group the little islands of Luba and St 
Eustatius, with half of St. Martia’s, which they hold 
jointly with the French. St Eustatius, at the time of 
onr Revolutionary War, was, as a neutral island, a seat 
of trade, similar to that which St. Thomas afterward 
became; but it never recovered from the blow which it 
received in being plundered and sold out at a military 
auction by Admiral Rodney, and, with its neighbours of 
Luba and St Martin’s, it has now but a few hundred 
inhabitants, whose chief employment is the cultivation of 
tropical fruits for exportation to this city. Bon Air, 
Amba and Cnra90a have a very dry climate, and are 
chiefly known for their salt pans, especially the former. 
The thousand or two slaves on this island employed in the 
salt-works appear to be a cross between the Indian and 
negro—a good-looking, sprightly race, who 8 P ea “ a , s ® 
of broken” Portuguese.
